etters From the County Jail #1 
8/31/05 



Tve been meaning to write a column for Bad Ideas for quite a while now. 1 have 
to admit that I wamed to write for snobbish or arrogant jeasons before, but now it ' s for ' 
hnmble and tlierdpeiitic ones. 1 was going to write "Why I Don't participate in Punk 
Week" which I relate to more now that it's called '^Seize The Week" (I was even going to 
go as as having and Anti-Ptmk Week or "Oi ! Boy Pub Crawl" the same week) and 
"Why Fm a Skin and Not a Punk" which all seems irrelevani now that I'm behind bars. 
Without getting into it more, I guess I diought that no one in A2 really lived up to my 
idea of ''Punk" m dress, attitude, or musical taste and I was constantly comparing the 
current "scene" with the one that I grew up in and even tlie one(s) before my lime. I 
started getting less anti-Bad Idea House, etc. recently, as my (ex) girlfriend seemed to 
become more and more mtti-punk and and- Ann*Ajtor in general. Mcr hving in Y- 
Tow^n for 4 years I was anti-A2 for a while myself, but probably for different reasons. I 
think it was through going to shows at S^te Control and (reading) The Bad Idea and 
parties thai I started liking some of the characters thai make up this scene and realized 
that 1 hked them all along. . but I digress. 

What I really meant to write about is my experience in jail, because today as I i 
fantasized about a sheet around my neck (after finding out at a sentencing that Pd be here 
for up to a year as opposed to getting out today w/ probation) 1 had the thought of 
creating my own crossword puzzle instead since attempting lo solve them is all I seem to 
do in this God forsaken place. I thought Td do one that I could figure out and make a 
Punk Rock crossword since diat's all I really know about besides mustelids and primates 
Stay tuned for Ska, Mod, and Hardcore Ptizzles! 

i ' m sure most of you have figured out who I am by now, and most of you that i 
know me know what Vva in for. Besides facing possible eviction at the end of September, 
things seemed to be going pretty well for me before the wee morning of August 7**^, I 
traded a pair of shoes for a Trojan hehnet tattoo (symbol of Trojan Records, skinhead 
reggae, and Trad Skins) by the traveling **Tiger Lady'' Katzen who is the wife of the 
puzzled and the Jealous Type. Saturday we went to the Livonia Highland Fest as well as i 
the involving certain collectible Nikes, and my band was asked to play with the legendary 
State on Weds, 3/10. 1 was also asked to play horn w/ the hairy Dram Babies for a Clasli 
nibute Night at the Pig on a/21(?). 

Now, after 5 minutes of drunken stupidity Tm vacationing at the Hogback 
Hilton for a year widi a possible early release (pending on a judge's sentencing review) 
after 1,3,.. .6(?) months dependant on my behavior, letters Irom relatives to the judge, and I 
completion of classy available inside, Tve been here 24 days so far and the only time 



rve SEielied fresh air or observed the weather was between tlie jailhouse and the 
transport van, van and the courthouse, and back. I was sentenced at the 14 A-2 District 
Com in Ypsi and of course we passed by all die bars and places that I hung out at or 
played (there was even a Scotty Karate sighting) on the way back. 

Vm doing time with 59-63 other *hardiegs' in the open J Block. It's the so-calied 
^'Freedom Block" since you* re not confined to a one or two mm cell like most units. 1 
guess 1 should feel lucky that I was reclassified and moved to a place where there are 
more opportunities and a better chance to get into classes toward early release. Right now^ 
I'm still on a month waiting list for ADA and MRT, but I m taking classes in the unit 
Tm still in the dark as to whether I get credit for those or not Eh, it's somethin' to do 1 
guess! We also get to choose from a hmited selection of VHS tap^s to view between 8 
AM and 1 AM. Thcre*s almost every Clint Eastwood western, all of the Star Trek 
movies, a couple Teiminator films, and the Five Heartbeats which is a hit in here, Fm 
sure this sounds like some reson to some of you as opposed to punishment, but 1 was just 
joking about the vacationing part, 1 assure you, it's just a nicer level of Hell. There's so 
much more 1 could accomphsh on the outside and since Fve been fighting ihis disease 
called 'aging' for so long, it's not a comforting thought that ru be getting out at age 354 
mean 29 for the 7**" time! 

fm sure m get thought this though, and hopefiiliy 1 won't be ostracized when 1 
get out, I welcome any letters of suppon or donations into my account for honeybuns 
(they're currency in here I) and more paper .

To get out of a co-dependant relationship with someone 1 don't get along 
with or perhaps was never meant to be with, 1 just don't see any point to any more jail 
time, or equivalent, and just wani to move on and rebuild my life. Are you hstening Jah? 

Do 1 have to pick 
one before 1 can be free? A, A, says I do.

To Whom II May Concern: 

I guess singe none of you have ever been to jail (with the exception of maybe 
one of you,) you realize what it's Uke to be heie in this hell. I' ve been incarcerated for a 
little over a month (since no one bonded me out) and now ril be here for up to eight and 
V2 more, though Tm still hoping for an early release. 

I NEED to stay connected to the outside world, people. To my friends, to my 
scene and lo my band (?)... Oh wait, you guys already let tJiat iail apart. 

Vm not trjing to give you guys a guih trip, but 1 have written each of you at 
least once, but still no reply. Does anyone remember my request for help in 
corresponding with people whose addr^ses I don't have? Ryan Crane? Janies Lucas'' 
Thorn Elhot? Denise? Jake? Moily ? Here are a couple new ones - Ben Burton and Collin 
S levin. Do any of these people even know that Tm trying to get a hold of them? Do they 
know where I am? 

How are my ferrets? Where are my ferrets? Am I stiJl banned from the Pig? Am 
I being ostracized for what Fve done, or did any of you realiy !ike me anyway? Are you 
all siding witli "She-Who-Cannot-Be-Name7' What the fuck? 

Where's the loyaJty? Where's the empadiy? 

It may not seem like a long time to you since time flies in ihe *real world/ but it 
crawls in here. When I get out, Tm going to be in debt $10 a day to be in jail + court and 
anomey costs. I need to find a place to live, a new job, and start all over, basically. 

For those of you that may be amused by this, Tm no joke. I'm not a dumb-ass 
Billy Davis who fucks up aJl of the lime and doesn't learn fron^ it. I got a RAW DEAL 
this time with tiiunped up and charges, a shitty attorney, and an ex that lied and 
exaggerated to make sure I spend a significant amount of time in here, I'm not totally 
innocent, but Tm going to go through life feeling like I got a harsh sentence and spent too 
much time in jail.

A lot has happened since my last mxry . It imy seem like 1 was bitching about a 
month ago, but ai least I still had hope. I've been here in this new jail withoui a letter 

from anyone. ^ r . a , 

Apparently in Washtenaw Count}', during ovefcrowdmg, before an out and out 
early release, thc> move people to other jails in surrounding counties liJte Jackson loJ^ia, 
and e\'en counties as for off as Marquette! I was (UN) luck^ enough to be moved to 
Mason Ml in iBgham county. Where? Well, ifs about a hour North of Jackson and 20 
minutes Soutli of Lansing. Tlus is where the>' send people from Lansing when the cm- jail 
IS full or if someone has a significant sentence up to a year They did send a guy here for 

adaythoughl ^ . .. u * 

It seems like Uie majority of inmates here are in for not paying ctuld suppon. but 
just how thej'^re supposed to pay while in jail is a mystery lo nic and them I guess tlie 
level above me is pretty rough (dubbed the Thunder dome] ) and besides fighting, mmates 
up titere are kno\^'n for throwing urine and feces at each other and the guardsl There s a 
GG All in every county or 3, or 4, or 5. 

Well, it looks like any chance for early release now is prettj' slim unless I get 
accepted into rehab back in a2. My plan and hope was lo finish this class at hogback 
where the}' fax your certificate of completion to the ludge and tJien I would get an Ciu-ly 
release 1 completed 5 out of 12 classes (ahnost 1/2) and at 2 classes a week I only had 
3 5 weeks to go BUT NO! It wasn^l enough to save me from bemg mo\ ed and here I rot. 

Compared to Washtenaw Countv Jail (and especially die Treedom block^\) 
conditions here suck. The meals are skimpier, there^s no TV, and most of the guards :ire 
assholes - unhke the "social workers with badges'^ we have at hogback Don i gel me 
mong, there are a lot of asshole guards there, loo (they^re cops for chrissakes!) but Uiere 
were 2 or 3 that cared about your rehabiUtation 

rm trying to become a tmstee so 1 can work, get a change of scenery, and 
hopefully make time go by faster. They usually eat better, too - especially if you work m 
the kitchen. Eventually Vd like to work at Animal Conmjl (which is on the same 
propert}') and mavbe grounds maintenance shoveling snow, etc Well that^ s it for 

now. rm still wondering who anonymously sent me that Joe Sirmmner book at Hogback. 
Thanx!

Letters from Ingham ^4 
12/12/05 



"Bring 'em to Ingham Comty Jail" is what they like to say around here. The 
oops ^yway, Heli if Washtenaw is *'Washaway County," then Ingham is 'Ugnorant 
County," In the l" dorm I stayed in here, I heanJ a 22 year old man agr^ing with a 75 
year old that "a woman's place is in the home" and tiial 'Vomeo in the woiicpiace Je;id to 
infidelity.'" Though I got along with them alright, I often had to bite my tongue arotiiid 
them. The younger guy, though pretty conservative looking (and acting!) played drums in 
a Goth/induslriaJ band. What was e\'en more shocking was when he referred to people of 
Middle Eastern descent as ''Arabian s!" Not Arab, but Arabian. It didn't sound as 
offensive as Ay-rab, but it was peculiar nonetheless. 

Those two weeks or so in Post 3 Dorm did little to prepare me for the ignontnce 
1 ve been subjected to here in Post 10 (Dorm D) ainongst my fellow trustees. I find n 
really disturbmg that so many dudes, usually of the 'gangsta' variety, in here refer to tlieir 
significant others as "they baby momma " A lot of times lliey're not their girlfriends and 
they have several "babies mommas," The world's over populated and my bunky brags 
about makmg babies that he'll most likely be a *deadbeat dad' to. One of the most 
ignorant things 1 heard him say was that he wants to make an 'oriental' baby. Not meet a 
nice Asian woman to fall tn love with and main , but to impregnate one just to have a 
I black '/^ Asian 'little girF (as if he can control what sex it's going to turn out to be.) Other 
tilings 1 hear him and his cohorts say are ray baby momma won't make me pay child 
support, but my son's always got a fresh hook-up meaning clotlies and shoes. What ever 
happened to condoms, birth control, and abstinence? Personally, 1 never want to have 
, children unless Fm married and in love with his or her 'mama' and can afford to sup]K>rt 
, myself and them. Fve never fell that I could take care of myself adcKjuately, let alone one 
I or two more, and by them 1 don't mean I want a ^'stay at home wife", but ^ere would be 
times Uiat she couldn't work due to the pregnancy, deliver) , and nurturing of the child. 

Yeah, I can't relate to anyone in here. There's only one or two people I can 
I somewhat relate to in my dorm. 1 never thought Fd say this but I get along with the 
guards better than most inmates. Unlike Washtenaw Count> Jail, I haven't found anyone 
I into Punk Rock in here, and if there's any skins, there die wrong kind. There's one guy 
with a swastika tattooed on one side of his neck and an inverted pentagram on the other 
side He lias spider webs on his elbows and other mdecipherable ink, but his hair isn't 
very short, probably a Charlie Manson tjpe! He was walking with a shorter haired guy 
with blood on the back of one forearm, and honor on the other in old English. He's the 
I wrong kind of so-called skin These are just two of the twenty guys that pass by my 
j janitor closet on Die way to their GED class or whatever M-F, These are just two more 
j examples of ignorance around here. Back to mv dorm mates. 



Another thing i can't relate to is drug deaicrs. I used to just dislike the users - 
crack heads and junkies, but I get along with them better now than with the dealers. Some 
times I even feel sony for them, but the pushes? Des^oying their own people and 
neighborhoods? I can't respect someone who's never done a day of honest work of held a 
legitimate job in their life. 1 don't respect the easy money and materialism. The violence 
or potential for it goes along with it. Gun violence mostly, not the simple fists and steel 
caps street fighting some of us are used to, but much worse. And then, , . And tlienf And 
then they have the nerve to act all religious and say they believe in Jesus, etc. Fucking 
HYPOCRTTESf AJl Ihe killing (Directly them shooting or indirectly through contributing 
to their ''custy's" addictions) and the foroication, adullery, stealing, lying, chealing, 
swearing, coveting, gluttony, and probable 20 more sins are going to send them directly 
to the Hell they read about in the Bibie that they supposedly believe in. Idiots! Maybe 
Fm just mad cuz tliey're loud when Vm trymg to nap or WRITE! Whatever, 

Okay, my latest strategy is to write a motion to the judge for early release with 
the help of my new lawj er thai 1 met in jail.
